fo r well do they kno w that the lo ss o f 
the co mmand o f the sea 
wo uld mean 
the end o f the campaign in Manchu­ 
ria. 
Likewise gladly wo uld the Ru> 
sians buy nack the Petro pavlo sk, sunk 
in the same manner as the two J ap­ 
anese—by mines skillfully planted by 
the enemy . 


“ In summing up the lesso ns o f this 
war, o ne canno t do so mo re accurately 
o r felicito usly than do ne by Lo rd Sel- 
bo rne, first lo rd o f the British ad­ 
miralty in the fo llo wing wo rds: ‘‘The 
lesso ns fro m the war in tne far East 
are the impo rtance 
o f 
perso nnel, 
necessity fo r having the-m argin o f 
strength, and the fact that witho ut 
battleships no po wer cun ho ld o r win 
co mmand o f the sea.”

That Isthmian canai we are all talk 
ing abo ut so much, to be dug thro ugh 
Panama, is to be fo rty -seven miles 
lo ng and fo rty feet deep, and invo lves 
greater wo rks and mo re difficult pro b­ 
lems than any o ther ever co nstructed. 
A t sea level it is estimated it will 
take fifteen y ears to put it into use 
and tw enty y ears to finish it. 
The 
Suez Canal, with which co mpariso n is 
first suggested, is 
nearly twice as 
lo ng, but it is o nly abo ut twenty -six 
feet deep, and its co nstructio n in­ 
vo lved no pro blems save the scraping 
and dredging o f sane. 
Y et it to o k 
eleven y ears to get into co nditio n fo r 
use, and many mo re y ears to finish it. 
The Co rinth Canal is o nly fo ur miles 
lo ng and twenty -six feet deep, hut it 
co nsumed eleven y ears in co nstruc­ 
tio n. 
The No rth Sea and

Canal is sixty miles lo ng and twenty - 
eight feet deep, and ¡ts co nstructio n 
was all easy wo rk, y et it to o k eight 
y ears. 
We must bear in mind that the 
Panama Canal is no t o nly the greatest 
wo rk o f the kind ever undertaken in

builders.

Thus, though Roosevelt received a
